In response to such assertions by

er command, some argued that the 
possibility of victory through air 
power alone had not been borne

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The By-Election 

Only 20,961 of the 56,129 qualified 
voters in Edmonton went to the polls yes- 
terday, slightly more than 37 per cent, Of 
these 1,446 marked their ballot papers in- 
correctly, and the ballots actually counted 
numbered 19,515—not much more than 
one-third of the possible vote. 

The first choice votes were distributed 
as follows: Roper 4,834, Gillies 4,432, 
Lymburn 4,022, Griffin 3,389, . Buchanan 
2,838, Mr. Roper is therefore to be compli- 
mented both because he was elected and 
because his first-choice supporters turned 
out in greater strength than those of any 
of the other candidates. He has also the 
distinction of being the first C.C.F. mem- 
ber in the legislature of this province. 

The election campaign was free from 
bitterness, for which compliments are due 
also to all the candidates, and election 
workers generally. That public interest 
was only moderately aroused is evident 
from the vote, though this was in fact 
larger than seemed probable. From no 
point of view can it be anything but re- 
grettable that far less than half the quali- 
fied electors took the trouble to exercise 
their franchise.

Houses Wanted 


The city authorities have sixty appli- 
cations from residents who want to ar- 
range to have houses built for them by 
the Wartime Housing authority. 

The number would undoubtedly be 
greater if it were definitely known that 
Edmonton is to be one of the centres in- 
cluded in the housing scheme, and how 
many houses it would probably be pos- 
sible to put up before cold weather will 
halt outdoor operations. Materials are 

| known to be scarce, and not even a Gov- 
ernment-sponsored organization. can pro- 
duce houses without materials. 

But with sixty applications in hand, 
council has very definite proof that Ed- 

, monton is one of the places where more 
houses are needed, and where the housing 
plan is needed if they are to be built. These 
applications eliminate the element of 
guesswork as to whether it would be 
worth while to put Edmonton on the list 
‘of construction centres. 

That there are other places in Canada 
where housing is even more seriously 
needed may be the case, but there is no 
room to doubt or argue the need here. 
The applications supply the evidence, 
and if the housing organization can meet 
the demand new, applications are certain 
to come in—probably in a “flood”’.

Helping Russia 
The Berlin report that 38 vessels were 
sunk out of an Allied convoy of 45 en 
route to Russia léoks like another diver- 
sion effort on the part of Herr Goebbels. 
That some ships were sunk is not denied 
at London, but the Berlin figures are de- 
clared exaggerated, as they usually are in 
a matter of this kind. The Nazi public no 
doubt needed some cheer-up “news” to 
offset the gruesome tales filtering back, 

despite the censors, from Stalingrad, 


One purpose this enemy report does 
serve. It indicates the enormous amounts 
of munitions which the other Allies are 
sending to Russia; for while the enemy 
propaganda department would have rea- 
son to overstate the number of sinkings 
it would have no cause to exaggerate the 
size of the convoy. Rather the contrary. 


Forty-five even moderate-sized ocean 
steamships can carry more freight than 
anyone in Edmonton can ever have seen 
piled together at one time. Their joint 
capacity might easily be 255,000 tons, 
equivalent to 8,500,000 bushels of wheat, 
the crop from 425,000 acres of land. 

This gigantic cargo, made up of 
tanks, guns, planes and other munitions 
and supplies of urgent importance to 
Russia could only be produced in a period 
of months by hundreds of thousands of 
workers in thousands of factories, Such, 
on the showing of the enemy, is the scale 
on which the western Allies are moving 
tools and other battle needs to the Red 
armies,

The Meat Question 


A few days ago the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board announced lower prices 
for beef, in order to lessen the home de 
mand for pork and make it possible to 
keep up the bacon quotas to Britain. Now 
comes news of a shortage of beef in 
eastern Canada, and someone at Ottawa 
hazards a guess’ that Canadians may 
have to introduce meatless days in their 
dietary calendar, 

It should be noted that this is defi- 
nitely not predicted by any contro! offi- 
cial, It is only suggested as a_ possible 
expedient which may be employed some 
time in the future, 

If the recent price announcement and 
the regional beef-shortage do not seem 
to harmonize, that is because the meat 
problem is peculiarly complicated and dif- 
ficult, A meat shortage in this great pro- 
ducing country would in any other circum- 
Stances seem absurdly impossible. But it 
is a fact. The trade board is obvoiusly 
trying to direct consumer buying to 
whichever kind of meat is for the time 


less urgently needed; both kinds being 
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scarce, and the necessity of maintaining 
the price ceiling being imperative. 

For various reasons the demand in 
Canada for both beef and pork is stronger 
than usual, while the export demand for 
both is wholly abnormal. And the export 
demand is one which cannot be ignored, 
for humane reasons and war reasons. 

What seems likely is that Canadians 
who, are not engaged in hard work will 
have to cift down on their meat-eating, 
voluntarily or by order. Those who do so 
without waiting for orders will have the 
satisfaction of knowing they are helping 
somewhat to keep a difficult situation in 
hand. And some of them may find a re- 
ward in better health.

Bult before anyone 
cites this as proof of totalitarian economic 
efficiency it should be noted that the 
rations were cut down last April. After 
the increase Adolf’s subjects will get no 
more bread and less meat than they got 
last winter.

bathtub—all to save fuel. In this favored 
city and province we have literally more 
fuel than we know what to do with. 


Munich was not, of course, bombed 
because it was the birthplace of the Nazi 
party, but because it has been a place 
where tanks, armored cars and motors 
were manufactured. The producing 
plants would be the chief targets at which 
the “block busters” were hurled, but if 
one of these miscarried and landed in the 
beer cellar where someone tried to blow up 
Herr Hitler that might seem portentous to 
Nazis and heartening to non-Nazi Ger- 
mans.

Service Is More Inade- 
quate as Weather Be- 
comes Inclement. 


By HAROLD L, WEIR 


Some months ago, an effort was 
made to speed up Edmonton's 
street car system. The skip-stop 
system was instituted and a faster 
running time imposed. 

For a few weeks there was a de- 
cided improvement. Now, for three 
reasons the serv- 
ice has slumped 
again to a point 
where, unless 
some further 
changes are made 
it will prove to- 
tally inadequate 
to winter condi- 


tions. 
The three rea- 
sons for the 


slump are these: 
1, Increased 


traffic due to the Harold L. Weir 
laying up of motor cars. 

2. Indifferent operation with re- 
gard to speed and schedules. 

3. Neglect of obvious devices that 
would quicken the service at no 
additional cost. 


Comparison 

A comparison with other cities 
will show that Edmonton has quite 
enough rolling stock to give a rea- 
sonable service to the present pop- 
ulation. 

As the war population grows, that 
rolling stock will doubtless become 
inddequate. 

The feature that makes the serv- 
ice bad today—and it is bad—and| 
will make it hopeless as the riding 
population increases, is not short- 
age of equipment, but exceedingly 


poor management. 


As pointed out above, little ef- 
fort appears to be made to keep 
the service on a regular schedule. 
An actual timing of the running at 
some point along 124th street, for 
instance, indicates that, except at 
the rush hours, the intervals be- 
tween cars are highly irregular. 

Nor is speed maintained evenly. 
Some operators proceed with con- 
siderable velocity, Others merely 
dawdle along. 

Whether this is the choice of the 
operator or the despatcher, I do 
not know. But I do know that when 
passenger space is at a premium, 
every minute a car operates below 
maximum speed represents a de- 
preciation of the service and a loss 
in revenue, 

A car travelling at 30 miles an 
hour will carry twice as many pas- 
sengers and yield almost twice as 
much revenue as a car that travels 
at 15 miles an hour. That is ele- 
mentary. 


Delays 


There are a number of inconsis- 
tencies in the arrangements that 
are glaring. 

What, for instance, is the use of 
cutting out certain stops along Jas- 
per avenue and then making two 
stops at Jasper and 97th? 

What, for instance, is the sense 
of overloading cars at the rush 
hour when an overloaded car takes 
minutes longer to arrive at its des- 
tination than a properly loaded 
car? Eight cars, properly loaded, 
over a given period of time, will 
make so much better speed that 
they will carry many more passen- 
gers and cover more ground than 
ten cars that are overloaded. 


The most serious delay, of 
course, occurs in loading and un- 
loading? 


There is too much casual conver- 


sation. The operators do not in 
sist on brisk moving on the part 
of passengers. 

There is too much waiting for 
approaching passengers. Why 
|stould fifty people be held up for 
the convenience of one? 


Exit Doors 


The greatest cause of delay, 
however, is the failure to use the 
exit doors which exist, in one form 
or another, on almost every car 
in the city. 

At least 40 percent of the time 
consumed in a half mile run is con- 
sumed in the stops. That stopping 
time could be very nearly cut in 
half, over an average run, by mak- 
ing passengers use exit doors only. 

Even the double doors do not 
help much because, at a busy cor- 
ner when the car is full, passengers 
cannot enter until the aisle is 
cleared of departing passengers. 
Moreover departing passengers in- 
terfere with the stream of incom- 
ing passengers by leaning over to 
secure transfers. 

And the transfer business is the 
chief delay of all. 

I have heard it said that depart- 
ing passengers cannot use the exit 
doors because they have to pass 
the operator to get transfers. 

Why, then, not do as many other 
cities do and issue transfers when 
the passengers enter the car? 

The argument is that passengers 
might use the transfers, in that 
case, for brief stopovers and the 
system would thus lose an extra 
fare. 

That is sheer archaic poppycock. 
The system loses more _ fares 
through an inadequate service that} 
it ever would through a little cheat- 
ing with transfers.

that its deficiencies are cumulative. 
That is to say, the thing goes down 
and down until suddenly it is so 
bad that it is almost beyond re- 
pair. 

The time to check it is before 
it reaches that point. 


Edmonton’s system is coming 
rapidly to that position. And while 
it is quite possible to renovate the 
service now, in two or three months 
when the traffic is heavier it might 
simply go to pieces. 

The delay is not worth while.

Must Use Best Route to Alaska 


Military Necessity Should, 
Be Only Factor in Mak- 


ing Choice. 
FROM THE MOOSE JAW TIMES 
A few days ago brief reference | 
was made in these columns to a} 
movement taking plate in British 


Columbia to have the Pacific Great 
Eastern Railway incorporated in 
the proposed railway to be built 
by the government of the United 
States from some point in Canada} 
to Alaska. This is, of course, purely | 
a defence measure on the part of! 
the United States. It has been in-| 
dicated in news items concerning | 
the building of such a railway that | 
it offered an opportunity to trans-| 
form a “white elephant” into some-}| 
thing useful. However, it was not 
indicated that such a transforma-| 
tion would contribute to, or be the 
best solution of the problem which 
confronts the United States in the 
matter of war strategy, or what ef- | 
fect it might have upon the Domin- 
ion of Canada in conectnion with 
after-the-war problems. 

It would, of course, be very nice 
to find a use for this unprofitable 
railway venture of the Province of 
British Columbia, but the liability 
is that in doing so the final po- 
sition might be worse than the 
first. Instead of an “elephant” we 
mighi find on our hands a mam- 
moth of prehistoric proportions. 


War Strategy 


But getting closer to the subject, 
this problem should be approached, 
not from the standpoint of British 
Columbia, gr with a view to solv- 
ing the financial difficulties of an 
ill-conceived railway speculative 
undertaking, nor from the stand- 
point of any particular self-inter- 
ested port, but rather from the 
viewpoint of national interests and 
the war strategy of the United 
States and this country. 

Thus far the discussion in con-| 
nection with the projected U.S, 


Government railway to Alaska, 
which now appears to be a cer- 
tainty, has been pretty much con- 
fined to Vancouver and Victoria. 
However, now that it seems cer- 
tain that a railway is to be carried 
through, it is time that the national 
interests of Canada be considered 
and discussed. 

When the matter of a building 
of a highway to Alaska, to serve 
exactly the same purpose as the 
railway is to serve, was broached, | 
an International Commission was | 
appointed to study the situation.

Is there an imminent contradic- 
tion between the elimination of in- 
flation, and the development of our 
agriculture along necessary lines? 

Although agricultural prices have 
been under various government in- 
fluences and controls for years, the 
law of supply and demand has 
nevertheless continued to iifiction. 
It is this which threatens us with 
inflation. Therefore, the proposal 
is to eliminate this functioning en- 
tirely, by rigid “ceilings.” 


Supply and Demand 


But could we not put the law of 
supply and demand into anti-infla- 
regulations, and make it 
work for the development of agri- 
culture in the directions we desire, 
and thus prevent the freezing of 
the agricultural economy, while, at 
the saine time, heading off infla- 
tion? 

It is always a disastrous mistake 
to apply a simple and rigid formula 
to a highly complicated situation. 
We want farmers to produce more 
than ever in American history. But 
we do not want them to produce 
things in the same proportion to 
one another as they have in the 
past. We want, specifically, more 
meat, more eggs, mere fats, more

railway. 

It is the safest, the shortest con- 
nection to all the railway systems 
of the two countries, thus making 
available to the great arsenals and 
industrial centres numerous alter- 
native routes for the defences of 


this most vulnerable part of the| 


continent. Moreover, from the 
standpoint of economy, the inter- 
jor route avoids ail the mountain 
climbing, all the spiral tunnels, all 
the circles and curves of all the 
raiiways over which all the traffic 
from the great industrial centres 
would have to be pushed and pulled 


in order to provide traffic for Brit- 


ish Columbia's big mistake. 


Greater Value

Those who have persisiently de- 
fended the Men of Vichy must be

Camouflage 
This is a_ pitiful attempt to 


/camouflage the real object of the 
/eonscription decree, which is of 
course designed to provide Hitler 
|with the forced French labor re- 
quired in Germayy in order thal he 
may carry on. It will be recalled 


between the market for manufac- 
tured and agricultural products. 
The market for the former is, by 
nature, unlimited. There is no 
limit to the amount that the indi- 


vidual person can consume of man- | 


ufactured goods—no limit but his 
purse. But there is a distinct limit 
on the potential consumption of 
agricultural commodities — namely 
the capacity of the human stomach. 
So the problem is to persuade the 
public to eat this instead of that, 


}and the easiest form of persuasion 


is to make one thing expensive and 
the other cheap. The most unin- 
telligent way is to create an enor- 
mous bureaucracy to control every 
stomach 

In European countries such 
rationing has been unavoidable be- 
cause there was a shortage of 
everything. Here that is by no 
means the case. 

A war necessity and also an anti- 
inflation necessity is greater pro- 
duction. Any-ceiling on prices is 
discouraging to farmer producers 
—even differential ceilings, such as 
I have proposed. But these can be 
offset by encouraging factors, pro- 
vided we have the imagination and 
audacity to try new things. 

The greatest single problem of 
the farmer today is labor, Under 
no conditions can he compete with 
the wages of industry. And things 
are occurring which should give 


the leaders of this nation pause. | 


Despite high prices, there is a dan- 
ger that the small independent 
farmer wil! pass out of existence 
in this country. The economy will 
suffer from this more than people 
dream. For instance, the great 
bulk of egg production comes from 
farmers who raise eggs as a side 
line. 

And our social structure would 
suffer even more from such a de- 
velopment. 


No Hired Help 


I have lived in a purely rural 
community for the last three 


|months and on either side of me, 


within two miles, are two splendid 
productive farms, shut up with for 
sale signs on them, because the 
farmer's sons have been drafted, 
and the farmer can get no hired 
help at any possible wage. 

This problem cannot be solved 
inside normal economics. It can be 
solved only by regarding food pro- 
duction as an essential national 
service and organizing land armies 
of women and youth to serve their 


to deceive the Frenchmen and 
women in Unoccupied France that 
Hitler would release 50,006 French 
war prisoners if 150,000 French 
skilled laborers would volunteer to | 
go to work in Germany.

been more clearly revealed than in 
this farcical pretence of serving 
France's “higher interests” by plan- | 
ning to send hundreds of thousands 
of French citizens into slavery i |

ties, and M. Janneney, former

The ancient gun was placed 
in front of the hotel on its arrival 
from the coast, and with its four- 
wheeled carriage, made an impos- 
ing sight 
PREPARE TO FIRE 

One of the most humorous inci- 
dents in the history of the gun oc- 
curred when Mr. Inskip and several 
other old-time residents made 
great preparations to fire it as a 
salute to Sir Wilfred Laurier when 
his special train passed through the 
town many years ago. However, the 
gun did not rise to the spirit of 
the occasion. 

Only when the train had just 
cleared the yard did it go off 
with a loud “boom,” and by that 
time all chance of raising the 
town of Lacombe to fame by its 
efforts had passed. It was a dis- 
mal performance, the old cannon 
soon fell out of favor, 


Soon after, it was relegated to 


the farm yard of Edward Barnett, | 


and there it remained until it was 
discovered recently. Its carriage 
had been burned off in a prairie 
fire since it was last seen, but 
otherwise it was the same old can- 
non—the cannon which, like Casey 
at bat, had failed to deliver when 
the moment of greatness arrived.

Exemption of 
Five Bushels | 
Wheat Granted 


Exemption on the first five 
bushels of wheat for each seeded 
acre, is provided in an order-in- 
council passed by the provincial 
government, it was announced 
Wednesday by Hon. D, Bruce 
MacMillan, minister of agricul- 
ture, | 
The order stipulates that the title 
to the first five bushels of wheat 
for each seeded acre of the original | 
quota fixed by the Canadian Wheat 
Board, clear of all claims and 
liens, is vested in the producer. 
The action has been taken by 
the government to alleviate con- 
ditions in the industry that have | 
arisen out of the inability of farm- | 
ers to deliver grain to the market | 
because of lack of storage facil- 
ities and the quotas established 
under the Canadian Wheat Board | 
Act. 

In making the announcement Mr. 
MacMillan explained that farmers 
were having greater difficulty, and 
more expenses this year in harvest- 
ing, due to the condition of the 
crops, as well as higher wages and 
other harvesting costs. For this rea- 
son the government had passed the | 
order-in-council which allows farm- 
ers to sell the first five bushels to 
obtain funds for their harvesting 
and current expenses. 

All charges are covered by the 
order excepting any liens or 
charges under the provisions of | 
the Thresher’s Lien Act or the 
Harvesting Liens Act.

Wartime Hints 


Are Given to 
Housewives 


By ISABEL ALLAN 

OTTAWA, Sept. 23.—(CP)—War- 
time hints for housewives on the 
home front from those who ought 
to know, 

Fruits—A recent survey in Can- 
ada shows vitamin C to be the 
second most common dietary defi- 
ciency. But Dr. L, B, Pett, director 
of Nutrition Services has a word of 
encouragement. He says lots of 
tomatoes and citrus fruits will 
quickly remedy this. 

Paper Clips—Take care of those 
paper clips, D, P. Cruikshank, co- 
ordinator of the metals administra- 
tion, says. After the end of Sept- 
ember the only metals available for 
their manufacture will be silver and 
gold. This means of course they 
won't be made at all. So the next 
time you see one on the floor, pick 
ii up, don't leave it for the broom | 
and dust pan. 

Waste—“Think twice before you 
put anything in the garbage pail 
these days,” advises Marion Harlow, 
assistant director of Nutrition ser | 
vices. Here are two tips she has to 
conserve food—shred the outside 
leaves of lettuce for salads or soups; 
grind cabbage hearts up and add to | 
the soup pot. Remember the old 
adage, “Waste not, want not.” 

Purses—Now you can't afford a 
new handbag as often as_ before 
with the new tax you should take 
extra care of your old ones. The 
women of Britain have some ideas 
on the subject. Here are some of 
the tricks they use—rub your bag 
occasionally with a soft cloth moist- 
ened with olive oil, and polish it 
with a dry duster; to clean brown 
leather, rub with a piece of peeled 
raw potato; to treat stains on suede 
bags, use a fine emery board, brush 
well and steam over boiling water 
to revive color, then brush while | 
damp. | 

Drinks—Do you belong to a club 
that serves refreshments at meet- 
ings? If so Bryne Sanders, “Mrs. | 
Consumer” of the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board suggests you make 
it apple juice, tomato juice, bouil- 
lon, vegetable soup or anything else 
you can think of that is made from 
Canadian products. Miss Sanders 
also adds “we must get away from | 
the feeling that there must he cakes | 
and sweets at any function.” 

Jelly—It's jelly time now in Can- | 
ada on the farm or in the city and | 
here are some jelly-making tips that | 
both the experienced cook and the | 
bride should find useful, from | 
Laura Pepper, chief of the con- | 
sumer section of the Department of 
Agriculture. Fruit juice will jell 
only if sufficient, pectin is added, so | 
buy under-ripe fruits, Miss Pepper | 
suggests. Use only enough water to 
prevent fruit from burning to ex- 
tract the juice—heat your sugar
